CHARTER REFORM IN CHELSEA 


The. 
city of Chelsea is in the. midst, of an notation for a new charter, 


the ju'cnl conflagration liy which Chelsea was almost completely wiped 


out the cilv luis boon g'overned by a commission appointed by the governor. 
The city having now practically recovered from the great disaster is plan- 
ning for a charter under which it will elect its own officials. 


rnforliiiirilcly ;i I_TI>H( number of people have started lo draw charters 


lo suit their own ioYas, and a reporl of half a dozen plans recently made has 
rfome unique ideas as to what would best serve the interests of the city. 
Some favor :i small bnarrl of five, others want, a board of five backed up by 
a council of fifty, while some want the old form of government consisting of 
mayor and board of aldermen. 


There is such :\ variety of views that it will be difficult lo select any 


definite form of charter that will be satisfactory to the entire people. 
In 


most of the schemes suggested, however, the initiative, referendum nnd recall 


V 


lire provided for, together with the abolition of party designation. 
These, 


together with a small governing board seem to constitute the great essentials 
of the modem charier. We arc, confident that when the people of Chelsea 
get down In business they will adopt the form of charter that has been 
adopted in llaverhill and nearly one hundred other cities throujrhout 
this country. 


One of the provisions suggested for the new Chelsea charter is to fur- 


nish a public hall for all political meetings, this, we presume, as a precaution 
against the street'corner style of campaign which should be prohibited 
whenever there is a. public hall available for such purposes. 


During the last few months we have had 
irresponsble raillers 
and 


brawlers shouting from the house tops the vilest calumnies against honorable 
citizens, and under the privilege of freedom of speech the speakers wore 
defended by the police and their tirades calmly heard. 


When a city reaches a condition iu which the good name of no citizen 


is safe from the ontlauglils of public brawlers then it is time to adopt 
measures to brin;; about a change. The Chelsea suggestion is a good one. 
It would keep the demagogues, raillers and brawlers where they could not 


thrust their vile, tirades upon people who do not want tu hear them.

IE most Intelligent idea of this sew- 


ing case will be gained perhaps by 


ooking closely at the illustration, which 


w^i the contrivance open. 
To be 


Tiore explicit, four heart shaped pieces 
f rather thin cardboard five inches 
eep and four and a quarter in dlamo- 
er aro cut. 
,Two of the hearts aro 


eparated directly in the center. All 
our portions are then ready to bo cov- 
red with fabric, which in the present 
nstance is fine French cretonne in a 
mall conventional pattern of blue 
owers on a whlto background. The 
ining is of pale blue satin. 
Before neatly overcasting the edges 
ogether with blue sewing silk straps 
f Inch wide satin ribbon are arranged 
engthwise across the separated heart 
tiaped pieces. Tho ribbon Is tacked 


each half to form a casing for a 


aper of needles. When the third heart 
s banded across the center with the 


ribbon and three openings for two 
bodkins and a small pair of scissors 
are made the finished portions art 
ready to be caught together with but- 
tonholed loops so that the parts, work, 
as It were,_on hinges. The fourth heart 
section has attached to it three grad- 
uated heart shaped pieces of whita 
buttonholed flannel for a needle holder. 
Ribbon strings six inches long- arc se- 
curely fastened in the center of the 
lobes of the two solid sections, which 
aro placed opposite each other. These 
ribbons tie the case together when

transom. He found McGann's 
body, 


entirely dressed,1 lying in a 
pool of 


blood on the bed. 
The revolver was 
by his . side. 


McGann .had partially covered him- 


self, .with .the. sheet before committing 
the deed. No one about the 
hotel 


heard the report of the weapon, but 
it is believed the deed was commit- 
ted some time Monday'night. 


No motive can be assigned for the 


suicide, for McGann was in a cheerful 
mood when last seen alive; Re owned 
considerable property in and 
around 


" Shelbyville, including real estate and 
« personal effects. 
.; His brother, Dan McGann, commit- 
ted suicide at . Shelbyville last sum- 
mer,. and this tragedy had 
weighed 


heavily on the ball player's mind for 


. some time." 


Dan's correct .name was Dennis, but 


he played under his brother's name.

McGann-was being congratulated by 


his Louisville friends Sunday over the 
[fact that he was about to sign with 
the local team, and end his brilliant 
baseball career in his home state.

Dennis L. McGann was born in Shel- 


byville, Ky., July 15, 1872. He began 
playing, professional baseball on 
the 


team which represented his native city 
in the Blue Grass'league in 1891.

REFORM

The city of Chelsea is in (lie midst of an agitation for n new charter. 


Since the great conflagration by vrhich Chelsea was almost complok'ly wiped 
nut-the city hns been governed by a commission appointed by the sovcrnor. 
The city hnvinu,- niiw practically recovered from the great disaster is plan- 
ning for a (.'barter under which il will elect its u\vii officials. 


Unforlnnnleh- ;i great number ol' people liiivc started fo draw charters 


to suit their own idemvmid ;i report of Half a dozen pl;ms recently made has 
some imiipie ideas as In what would best serve, (he.-interests of the city. 
Some favor a small hoard of five, others want, a board of five, backed up by 


•» council of fifty, while some wont the old form of government consisting of 
mayor and board nf aldermen. 
' 


There is such a variety of views- that it will be difficult to select any 


definite form of charter that will be satisfactory to the entire people. 
In 


most of the schemes suggested, howp.vci', the initiative, referendum and recall 
•are provided for. together with the abolition of! party designation. 
These 


together with a small governing board seem to constitute the great essentials 
of the modern charter. We, arc confident that when the people of Chelsea 
get down to business ihey will adopt the form of charter that lias been 
adopted in Haverhill and nearly one hundred other cities throughout 
this country. 


One of the provisions siiggos)?d for the new Chelsea charter ih In fur- 


.nish a public hall for all politicalmrelings, this, we presume, as a precaution 
against the, street corner style of campaign which should be prohibited 
whenever,there is a public hall available for such purposes. 


During the last few months we have had 
irresponsble 
raillers 
and

citizens, and under the privilege nf freedom of speech the speakers were 
defended by the police and their tirades calmly heard. 


When a city reaches a condition in which the good name of no citizen

It would keep the demagogues, raillers and brawlers where they could not 
thrust their vile tirades upon people who do not want to hear them.

Marketing Tips 


Marketing is an art to which many 


housekeepers do not pay sufficient at- 
tention. It may be very convenient to 
order provisions at the door or over 
the telephone, but It is much more sat- 
isfactory, not to say cheaper, to go to 
the shops and select them yourself. 


When choosing mutton sea that tho 


lean Is firm and bright red. The fat 
should be hard and white, and the 
meat should have not the faintest sug- 
gestion of a smell. 


"When choosing lamb see that tUfl 


lean is smooth and faintly pink. The 
fat should be (fuite white and should 
have a crisp, light appearance. 


When choosing pork see that the 


piece is not overburdened with fat and 
that the lean Is flrm and faintly pink. 
Pork which looks at all red hag been 
clumsily killed, and it Is not aa deli- 
cate in flavor as the white kind. 


When choosing beef see that the 


meat la not too bright a red and that 
the grain Is not of too coarse a fiber. If 
there la the least suspicion of an odor 
about It ask your butcher to show you 
another piece. 


When choosing bacon see that the 


lean Is firm and bright and the fat 
quite white. 
Bacon which looks dark 


has probably lain In the shop for some 
time. Do not take a very large piece, 
as this Is apt to be coarse. A very fat 
piece cooks wastefully, and a very lean 
one is apt to be hard when cooked. 


When choosing.a fowl see that the 


legs are smooth and the spurs short. 
Old fowls have hard feet and scaly 
legs. Always look with suspicion on 
a fowl of which the feet have been cut 
off, as tho chances are that they were 
removed for fear that they should be- 
tray its age. 


When choosing fish see that the flesh' 


is firm and thick and the gills red. 
Touch tho fish and if the impression 
of your finger remains you will know 
that the fish is stale.

VICTORY FOR DECENCY 
AND PROGRESS 


The city has scored a great victory for decency find order. The people 


are to be congratulated upon the good judgment sbown. Any other course 
•would have resulted in loss of prestige, disgrace and ignominy. We con- 
gratulate' the voters upon this victory for decency a\id order. 
Anything 


else would have stood forth as a^argnment against universal suffrage. We 
can now afford io go on with the movements for civio betterment without 


feeling that our city will be thrown back for ten years. 


The great surprise of the election is Hint -Mayor Meehan did not have a 


greater majority. The fact indicates that after all we have had a narrow 
escape, although Mayor Meehan's majority of 556 this year is greater than 
his majority lost year which was 485. 


Mayor Meehan can now go on with the various projects for the benefit 


of the city without being obstructed or retarded by an inimical board of 
aldermen. It is to be hoped he will succeed in accomplishing so much dur- 
ing the year and giving the city such progressive government that the voters 
who supported him will End they made no mistake in KO doing. 


The fact that Mayor Median's gains were mainly in republican wards 


is one of ,the results that the politicians nun figure out at their leisure. 


The election of n full board of democratic aldermen is so unusual that 


it was one of the surprises of tlie returns. In all probability this result was 
brought about by the support of the French voters in their effort to elect 
Messrs. Jodoin and Toupin, I wo nominees on that ticket. 
The democrats 


can now see the wisdom of giving this influential element in the community 
a proper representation on their ticket. 


Altogether the general results of yesterday's election are highly grati- 


fying as being a death blow to the administrative methods that have made 
some New England cities, our own included, the laughing stock of the entire 
country. 
Let us move on to better tilings anil guard carefully against such 


blunders in the future. 


CHARTER REFORM IN CHELSEA 


The city of Chelsea: is in the midst of an agitation for a new charter. 


Since the great conflagration by which Chelsea was almost, completely wiped 
out the city has been governed by a commission appointed by the governor. 
The city having now practically recovered from the great disaster is plan- 
ning for a cJi.'irfcr under which it will elect ils own officials. 


Uuforliinntely a great, number of people have started to draw charters 


(o suit their own ideas, and a report of half a dozen plans recently made has 
some unique ideas as tp whal would best serve the. interests nf the city. 
Some favor a small board of five, others want n board of live backed up by 
a council of iil'ty, while some want the old form of government consisting of 
mayor and board of aldermen. 


There is such n variety of views that it will be difficult to select any 


definite form of charter that will be satisfactory- to the entire people. Jn 
most of the schemes suggested, however, the initiative, referendum and recall 
are provided for, together with the abolition of party designation. 
These 


together with a small governing board seem to constitute the great essentials 
of the modern charter. We are confident that when the people of Chelsea 
get down to business they will adopt the form of charter that has been 
adopted in Haverhill and nearly one hundred other cities throughout 
this country. 


One of the provisions suggested for the new Chelsea charter is to fur- 


nish a public, hall for all political meetings, this, we presume, as a precaution 
against the street corner style, of campaign which should be prohibited 
^whenever there is a public hall available for such purposes. 


During the last few months we have, had 
irresponsible raillers 
and 


.brawlers shouting from the house tops the vilest calumnies against honorable 
citizens, and under the privilege of freedom of speech the speakers were 
defended by the police and their tirades calmly heard. 


When a city reaches a condition in which the good n'nine of nu citizen 


is safe from (he onslaughts of public brawlers then it is time to adopt 
measures to bring about a change. The Chelsea suggestion is a good one. 
3t would keep the demagogues, millers und brawlers where they could not 
thrust their vile tirades upon people who do not want to hear them.

made of heavy cardboard, dark green 
on one side and white, on the other.

Baldwin did not attend and the p!ac<> 
assigned to him at the guests' table 
bore mute evidence of his' absence. 


Col. 
Roosevelt received the warmth 


of greeting from the chamber members 
which characterized 
the reception to 


President Taft a year ago. He sat at 
the table placed on a dais and 
the 


diners were at small tables centered 
upon a dais. It was a noticeable fact 
that Gov. Weeks was not present to 
represent the state nor was any mem- 
ber of the 
congressional 
delegation 


present, but the absence of these was 
due to other engagements, the gover- 
nor attending a reception at Meriden 
to the national

Grand Army of the Republic, John E, 
Oilman. The dinner was served in the 
dining hall of Yale university known 
as the "Commons." 


Mayor Rice extended the welcome In

SHOT JUSBAND 


But Wife Meant Only to 


Frighten 
Him,0 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14.—Accord- 


ing to the police,. Mrs. Herbert. M. 
Ciapp has admitted shooting her hus- 
band -at their apartments, 1511' Girar'd 
avenue,'early Monday, In a desire, not 
to kill him, but'to .frighten him. They 
say &he signed such1 a statement, and 
that this is now at tho city ball. 
Jlr. Ciapp, a man about town and an 


heir to the fortune, of Mason,, of-shoe 
blacking fame, in still in St. Joseph's 
hospital-and Is expected to recover. 
.In the statement the police Bay Mrs. 
Ciapp made she is averred to have said 
the'trouble between her and her hus- 
band began Sunday morning when she 
went to a hotel to get a newspaper. 


."I -was not dressed to suit my hus- 


band,"'Mrs. Ciapp is asserted to have 
said. "He wanted me to wear my leop- 
ard bhins. I refused. I told him that 
when people saw me coming they 
would refer to me as the 'tiger lady.' 
I didn't like that. Then, at night we 
had a quarrel over the windows in the. 
bedroom. Mr. Ciapp wanted them shut. 
I wanted them open." ' 
Her story continutes that on retiring 


Ciapp accused her of having a conver- 
sation while after the paper and that 
about S o'clock in 
the 
morning 
her 
husband 
awoke her and 
beat and 


pinched her. 
The 'statement goes -on to say that 


about 3.30 o'clock Mr. Ciapp drew a re- 
volver from a holster and told his wifo 
that he would like to slap her in the 
mouth with It. He was beside the bed 
at the time. She was on the opposite 
side of the room and he, brandishing 
the weapon, followed her to the corner 
of the room. She struggled with nim, 
trying to hold his hands so that the 
revolver, pointed toward the 
ceiling. 


Her husband pulled the trigger and the 
Tveapon was discharged, 
harming no 


one. 
They dropped the firearm in;the 


scuffle, and Mrs. Ciapp. securing 
it. 


stepped back, pointed the weapon, at 
liin and fired. 
. 
. 
"'I didn't mean 
to kill.him," Mrs. 


Cla.pp 
says. "I shot to save myself 


and I only wanted to frighten my hus- 
iand." 
The 
police- say 
that Mrs. Cla.pp 


scoured blood stains from the floor and 
placed a white card over a mirror to 
liide the hole by a bullet. The police 
believe she intended only to frighten 
Ciapp, but say her actions after tho 
shooting were carefully .thoug'ht out. 


Mr. Ciapp, who reiterates the state- 


ment of the shooting he made Monday 
las given an order that his wife be 
excluded from the hospital. Up to the 
present she has made no attempt to 
see him. 


After 
denying the report that di- 


vorce proceedings would follow, Thos. 
J. Meagher, a lawyer, pa.id: "They may 
Mve together again after this has all 
>Iown over. It is possible that a di- 
vorce would decrease Clapp's income 
considerably. A deed.of trust was left 
;iim by relatives and this yields him 
a,hout $1400 a month, but the deed is

way that Mrs.

divorce."
